RABBI LOUIS M. LEVITSKY 
of Congregation Ohev Shalom, 
who only two weeks. before 
(NJP, Jan. 24) had rapped the 
Catholic church’s knuckles in 
his temple bulletin for its “in- 
transigence,” drew a line _ be- 
tween the church’s attitude and 
what he called the “pliability of 
individual Catholics.” 

In a Brotherhood Week mes- 
sage, Rabbi Levitsky said there 
was a genuine desire on the 
part of all Americans to be 
brotherly. “Much of this is all 
to the good,” he said, “provid- 
ing this annual outpouring of a 
desire for goodness is not con- 
fused with achievement. The 
drawback lies in our failure to 
recognize the nature of the ob- 
piacies, t-<" 

Rabbi Levitsky, referring to 
the Catholic church, said: “Even 
the voice of desire on the part 
of this group is very weak, its 
audibility depending upon local 
conditions rather than _ upon 
large principles. A great many 
Jews also are faced with an in- 
ner struggle. 

“ON THE ONE HAND Jews 
remember all too well the utter 
futility of mere words — words 
in the name of or by representa- 
tives of the church, Jewish 
memory is filled with phrases 
of good will toward men, fol-

The Klan’s back was broken 
after federal and state prosecu- 
tion. sent its leaders to jail in 
1955 following night-riding ter- 
rorism and floggings in Caro- 
linas’ eastern border country. 

BUT ALMOST every Satur- 
day night for the last few 
months it has been holding pub- 
lic meetings and cross burnings. 
And this time it has directed 
some of its attacks against Jews 
and Indians, as well as Negroes 
and whites. 

Five admitted Klansmen were 
arrested here last week end and 
charged with plotting to dyna- 
mite the 375-pupil Woodland 
Negro elementary school in sub- 
urban Paw Creek. 

Mecklenburg (Charlotte) 
County Police Captain George 
Stevens declined to discuss pos- 
sible links of the school plot 
with bombing attempts at Tem- 
ple Beth-El here last Nov. 11, 
and at Temple Emmanuel in 
Gastonia, 18 miles west of here, 
last Feb. 9. Neither home-made 
bomb exploded, although in 
Gastonia a fuse burned down 
to within an inch and a half of 
30 sticks of dynamite. 

A reward of $1,000 has been 
offered in Gastonia for informa- 
tion leading to arrest and con- 
viction. 

RABBI E. A. LEVI of Char- 
lotte’s second synagogue, Tem- 
ple Israel, in his sermon last 
Friday night, criticized the Char- 
lotte eity government and the 





Temple Beth-El] bomb attempt. 
The rabbi said Jews were not 
blameless in the attitude of in- 
difference. 

“IT blame those Jews who 
wanted to keep the matter of 
the Temple Beth-El bomb at- 
tempt quiet as much as I blame 
the community,” he said. 

Mayor James S. Smith of 
Charlotte replied: “The rabbi 
is wrong.” He added that every- 
thing possible is being done to 
find the person or persons re- 
sponsible for the Temple Beth- 
El incident. 


SMITH DECLARED there 
hasn’t been much publicity be- 
cause police felt they could 
work better without it. 

Both Police Chief Frank N. 
Littlejohn of Charlotte and Chief 
G. H. Peninger of Gastonia 
have said the synagogue at- 
tempts appear to have been 
made by the same group. 

After the Charlotte attempt, 
Littlejohn went to Gaffney, 
S. C., to see whether he could 
establish .a link between the 
Charlotte synagogue bombing 
attempt and the bombing of the 
home of Mrs. Claudia Sanders 
in Gaffney. She had contributed 
an article to a pamphlet called 
“South Carolinians Speak.” The 
pamphlet advocated a gradual 


approach to race_ relations.

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Bias Probed 


In Princeton 
Eating Clubs 


NEW YORK (NJP) — IS 
THERE BIAS against Jewish 
students in Princeton Univer- 
sity’s dining clubs? 

Fifteen Jewish students say 
there is, and elaim they were 
not given bids to the clubs be- 
cause of their religion. 

The president of the New Jer- 
sey institution, Dr. Robert F, 
Goheen, says the charges of re- 
ligious discrimination are “ex- 
aggerated.” 

And the undergraduate stu- 
dent council has called for a 
sweeping probe of campus so- 
cial life. 

The university has a dining 
room open to al students, but 
it is extremely small. Most of 
the students eat at one of the 
17 private dining clubs. Dr. 
Goheen said the university is 
seeking to establish “more ade- 
quate” facilities. 

MOST JEWISH students eat 
at the Prospect Club, considered 
the “least desirable” by the stu- 
dents. The eating clubs have 
given bids to all the sophomore 
class for the past nine years, 
but last year 50 students, most 
of them Jewish, who only got 
bids to Prospect, refused to join. 

When 22 students—15 of them 
Jewish—made new bias charges 
last week, the Princeton student 
council asked the university ad- 
ministration in a_ petition to 


answer the question: ‘Does the 
university administration con- 
done the existence of private 


autonomous groups within the 
Princeton community which as- 
sert their right to discriminate 
religiously?” 

One student explained that 
the eating clubs are the “social 
system” of Princeton. “If you 
are not in a club, you’ve been 
rejected. You’ve got a stigma 
attached to you.” 


DR. GOHEEN said that the 
charges by the protesting stu- 
dents were “unfortunate allega- 
tions.” He said there are today 
members of the three major 
faiths in each of the 17 eating 
clubs, and added “every one of 
the 22 sophomores who has not 
joined a club in 1958 was of- 
fered club membership.” 

The 22, however, said the only 
club which offered bids was the 
Prospect Club. Spokesmen for 
the eating clubs—which took in 
764 sophomores this year, in- 
cluding the only Negro student 
in the class—told reporters they 
had “a right to select” their 
own members.

AKRON, O. (NJP)—A revival

Evangelist Morris Cerullo, a 
leader in the movement, said the 
tabernacle is “our main project 
for the year and probably the 
most ambitious one we've ever 
undertaken.” 

Cerullo is a short, stocky man 
who preaches across the country 
under the billing: ‘‘converted Or- 
thodox Jew.” He is closing out a 
two-week “miracle healing re- 
vival” here at the Central As- 
sembly of God Auditorium, 


HE SAID he expects his group 
to get started on the tabernacle 
this year, although he said he 


expects “fantastic opposition” 
from rabbis. 
According to Cerullo, The 


Voice of Healing is sending one 
of its missionaries, the Rev. Les- 
ter Summerell, to Israel to find 
a site for the tabernacle. 
Summerell is supposed to 
leave within the next few weeks.

Rabbis Should 
Study More, 
Preach Less 


NEW YORK (NJP)—RABBIS 
SHOULD preach fewer sermons 
and study more Torah with their 
congregations, declared Rabbi 
Pincus M. Teitz of Elizabeth, 
N. J., at an annual mid-winter 
conference of the ultra-Orthodox 
Rabbinical Alliance of America 
here. 

“The study of Torah with his 
congregation must be the pri- 
mary function of every rabbi and 
and should be substituted for the 
weekly sermon which is becom- 
ing so popular,” he added. 

Rabbi Samuel A. Turk, alli- 
ance president, told the confer- 
ence there “are only two classes 
of Jews: the observant and the 
non-observant.” “We must make 
it abundantly clear that we 
recognize no hyphenated Juda- 
ism,” he declared.

“THE YOUNG Jews of Israel 
don’t believe in anything. I saw 
it for myself when I visited Is- 
rael,” he said.

IN A RASPING voice and wild 
gestures, he works his audience 
into a lather of excitement and 
has them punctuate his thoughts 
with cries of “Praise God!

At his healing revivals, he has 
the afflicted file past him in front 
of the pulpit. For each he shouts 
an individual prayer. 

Then, slamming his open palm 
against the foreheads of the 
afflicted (ranging from nervous 
conditions to blindness), he in- 
structs them to return to their 
seats, love Jesus and have faith, 

CHERULLO SAYS indignantly 


he is no believer in “hocus- 
pocus.” 
"My Escape 


Out of Judaism’ 

Yet two of his stock sermong 
are “My Escape Out of Judaism” 
and “My Heavenly Vision.” In 
the first, he describes how angels 
held him by both hands and led 
him in the rain away from a Jew- 
ish orphanage in New Jersey 
toward Christianity, In the sec- 
ond, he describes how, at the age 
of 15, God brought him into 
Heaven and also revealed hell, 
This occurred in a vision while 
he prayed, he tells his throngs. 

Married and the father of 
three, Cerullo says he is an or- 
dained minister in “the fastest 
growing, evangelical, fundamen. 
tal movement in the world—the 
Assemblies of God.” 

He says the movement has 700 
missionaries, 14,000 minister and 
10,000 churches across the world. 


HIS GROUP, The Voice of 
Healing, is an offshoot of the 
Assemblies of God. It publishes 
a periodical of the same name of 
which Cerullo is associate editor, 

Advertised as “one of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest faith building jour- 
nals,” it shows pictures of the 
crowds that attend Cerullo’s 
“great Holy Ghost campaigns” 
and is filled with “testimonials 
of mighty miracles, verified and 
documented.”

Oh, What Happened to Yeshiva 
~3 Men Had to Play Against 5 


By MARTIN LADER 


NEW YORK (NJP) — Coach 
Bernie Sarachek of Yeshiva, hu- 
miliated at the sight of his boys 
losing a basketball game because 
they had only three men left on 
the court, is now trying to see 
that this can never happen again. 

The unlikely situation that 
faced Sarachek occurred on Jan. 
11, when his team played the 
then-favored King’s College of 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa. The Mighty 
Mites, primed for a big upset, 
built a quick lead and seemed on 
their way to victory over the 
highly-favored Kings quintet. 


BUT THE roof fell in with less 
than two minutes to play. The 
Mites held a_ seven-point lead 
when their fifth player of the 
game fouled out, leaving them 
with just four eligible men. An4 
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then with 50 seconds remaining, 
a sixth Yeshiva player fouled 
out, Ieaving it just three players 
on the court. 

Kings, with the tremendous 
player advantage, pulled the 
game out, 81-80, thereby +tretch- 
ing its unbeaten streak after one 
of the oddest games played in 
this area in many years. 


SARACHEK, annoyed and dis- 
couraged at the outcome of the 
game, is recommending to the 
NCAA that the professional rule 
be adopted by the colleges, In 
the pro leagues no team ever 
plays with less than five men. 
If a squad has been reduced to 
five players, another member of 
the team committing a sixth per- 
sonal is allowed to continue in 
the game. As a penalty, a tech- 
nical foul is calleq for any sub- 
sequent infraction committed by 
that player. 

Most of the hoop mentors in 
the metropolitan area have sided 
with Sarachek. Kenny Norton, 
coach of Manhattan and a mem- 
ber of the NCAA rules commit- 
tee, said he would definitely in- 
troduce a resolution which would 
make it mandatory for all col- 
lege teams to have five men on 
the court at all times. 

Sarachek added that although 
A might sound like sour grapes 
on his part, “the rule is unsports- 
manlike and inequitable.”

our professional teams are “won- 
derful,” but they are “too good 
getting shots off all the time. 
This is not the kind of basketball 
I can use in Tel Aviv.” 

Most of his time since Decem- 
ber has been spent with college 
teams in the Pittsburgh area and 
in North Carolina. He’s deeply 
impressed with the Temple Uni- 
versity style of play, particularly 
the interswitching zone defense. 

“Our boys are not ready for 
that,” he explained. “In Israel we 
play man-to-man and try simple 
switching. That’s difficult enough 
for our boys. We play zones, too. 
All kinds of zones — two-three, 
two-one-two, two-two-one—they 
help against big men. 

A big man in Tel Aviv is anv 
player over six feet. Schlein, 
who has been coaching eight 
years, is a former Hapoel back- 
court player. He is about 5’ 9”. 

“Our players do not have the 
height of Americans,” he said 
sorrowfully. “Our ball-handling 
is good, but not as good as here. 
We play a ball-control type of 
game and wait for a good oppor- 
tunity before shooting.” 


FOR SCHLEIN, coaching is an 
avocation. His main job is with 
an Israel agency that imports 
textile machinery. 

In Tel Aviv and America, the 
basketball seasons run from Oc- 
tober to March. In Israel, all 
games are played outdoor at 
night and on concrete floors. 
Temperatures average under 60 
degrees. Two years ago Schlein 
coacheq an all-star college ‘an 
all-star college team that finished 
second to Brazil in an interna- 
tional tournament in Spain. Last 
year, his Hapoel club won 25 of 
30 games. 

The Hapoel Club is a member 
of the Israel Sports Federation 
that sponsors all forms of ath- 
letics with government subsidies. 
The Federation paid Schlein’s 
expenses to the United States. 
The U. S. Committee for Sports 
in Israel is paying his expenses 
on this side of the ocean. 





Million in Research 


Grants for Israel 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — TWO 
AMERICAN foundations have 
given Israeli scientists almost a 
million dollars for research. 

The Ford foundation has ap- 
propriated $602,250 for 30 re- 
search projects at the Hebrew 
University, the ‘Technion, the 
Weizmann Institute of Science, 
the Agricultural Research §sta- 
tion, the Standard institute, the 
Israel Institute of Biological Re- 
search, and others. 

Thirteen of the 30 research 
projects will be in agriculture. 
Seven will be in industry, seven 
in medicine, and three in soci- 
ology. 

A new grant of almost $350,000 
from the Maurice and Laura 
Falk foundation of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., wil make possible further

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TEMPLE HOOP

PHILADELPHIA (NJP) 
Harry Litwack, Temple Univer- 
sity’s basketball coach whose 
wizardry has put the team up 
on top or thereabouts in national 
rankings, and in the process has 
gained for him nationwide sta- 
ture in the ranks of the hoopster 
teachers, has an amazingly sim- 
ple formula for the double- 
pronged success, It is: 

“MAKE THE MOST of what 
talent there is available, and 
know how to handle boys, each 
of whom needs different type 
handling.” 

At present, Litwack, who was 
born in Austria, has his Owls 
going along at a 18-2, 17 of 
those victories coming in succes- 
sion. 

Litwack admits with a charm- 
ing grin that coaching is his life, 
but not his livelihood. But, all 
the things he is — father, hus- 
band, Philadelphia public school 
teacher, boys’ camp director — 
are woven into an intricate pat- 
tern that has at its hub his job 
as coach at Temple. 

Amazes Fellow Coaches 

AND WHILE COACHING the 
Owl basketballers requires, in 
actual time, only about two hours 
a day, his contribution to the 
school’s success is such that it 
cannot be measured in minutes, 
or hours, or days, or weeks. The 
job he has done is one that con- 
stantly amazes his colleagues in 
the coaching profession, and 
some big-time coaches admit with 
a wry shrug that they wouldn’t 
care to undertake the Litwack 
chore. 

Temple gives no full athletic 
scholarships, and even a player 
of the All-American caliber of 
Guy Rodgers receives only tui- 
tion aid. He pays for his books 
and meals and the many fees in- 
curred in college. Rodgers, as do 
all the other members of. the 
Temple squad, lives at home 
There is no tree-lined campus, 
no beautiful surroundings. Tem- 
ple is a college set up in the cen- 
ter of the concerete and asphalt 
of a big city. All possible space 
must be utilized to the utmost. 

In the six years that Harry 
Litwack has been the boss-man 
at Temple his methods have re- 
mained simple and his applica- 
tion of them masterful. 

A stickler for fundamentals, he 
keeps impressing on the boys 
that the game is primarily an 
all-for-one, one-for-all proposi- 
tion, that the game is best played 
by a team rather than a group 
of individuals. 

“MAYBE BEING a teacher for 
nearly 30 years has helped me 
in learning how to work with 
youngsters,” he says. “It has 
taught me to use psychology on 
them. You get the most out of 
some by bawling them out 
Others just need an occasional 
pat on the back. Some need a 
good man-to-man talking to every 
once in a while, 

“The biggest job confronting 
a coach is handling personnel. 
Take a case like this boy Rodgers. 
He’s a great ball player, yet he 
makes mistakes. We all do. But

Low-Pressure Coach — 
High-Pressure Team 

Litwack, who has worked at 
Temple since 1931, is often re. 
ferred to as the “low pressure” 
coach with the high class team, 
The “low pressure” designation 
derives from the fact that he 
doesn’t perform the hair-tearing, 
breast-beating bench tactics of 
some court tutors. 

“I FEEL JUST as bad when 
we lose as any other coach,” he 
says. “It’s just that I keep it 
within myself: I don’t know 
whether that’s good or not. 

“And even though I don’t de- 
pend on coaching for my liveli- 
hood, that doesn’t mean I can 
just brush off a defeat. If you 
don’t have competitive spirit, then 
it’s best to get out.” 

What relaxation Litwack has 
away from his dual winter-time 
jobs as public schoo] teacher and 


his wife, the former Estelle Ca- 
bot, of Philadelphia, were mar- 
ried in 1943, and they have two 
daughters, Lois, 13, and Shelly, 
9. They form his most vociferous 
cheering section. 

IN THE SUMMER, Litwack is 
off to Camp Sun Mountain, in 
Pennsylvania’s Poconos, where 
he and two partners—Ben Wein- 
stein, football coach at Philadel- 
phia’s Lincoln High School, and 
James Desson, an attorney and 
a former Temple court star — 
operate a boys’ camp.

PRAYER BOOK 
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WEALTHY CONGREGATIONS 


The problem of the high cost of synagogue affiliation 
deserves serious attention from the groups concerned, and 
it would seem that all the rabbinical bodies, plus their as- 
sociated lay groups, would be at this time giving consid- 
eration to alleviate the disastrous effects of the situation. 

Our congregations have tended to become like big 
business, and even have taken on the coloration and some 
of the bad ethics of big business. 


THE RICH control the affairs of our congregations. 

There is objection to this type of development. 

Yet if at the same time there is no provision for the 
bulk of the Jews of the United States who are barred by 
the high membership dues or precluded from real activity 
by the cost of attending synagogue affairs or lost to us 
from a leadership standpoint by the emphasis on men of 
wealth for the responsible positions, then we are truly 
blinding ourselves to a serious situation. 


THE PICTURE isn’t all without hope. 

There are ways for ameliorating it. 

Just as we have junior congregations, we can also set 
up a system of young adult congregations, affiliated as 
they would be with the parent synagogue itself, but tailor- 
ing their dues and activities to the more modest means of 
young people. We believe just such an arrangement has 
been found successful at Rabbi Barnett Brickner’s Fair- 
mount Temple. ' 


ANOTHER APPROACH to the same problem would 
be to attack it on the level of the seminary. The idealistic 
young men studying for the rabbinate can be persuaded 
that in their service to G-d, there is to be found most 
satisfaction in ministering to congregations that aren’t 
growth-crazy, and who have not forgotten that in the pro- 
vision for the sacrifices at the Temple, there was always 
the meal sacrifice which hardly any Jew could not afford 
at that time. 

The ways and means which can be used to ameliorate 
what has become a serious problem cannot all be ex- 
plored in an editorial, not by even the most omniscient 
editorial writer. 

But the problem is a serious one and can grow more 
serious. It warrants attention from the Jewish community, 
especially the rabbinical bodies and their lay counterparts. 


SUCH A SHAME! 


Ve are a little bit surprised at the supineness of the 
Allied Tours, who were so ready to cancel a tour of the 
Arab countries (NJP, Feb. 14) under the auspices of the 
noted Alfred Lilienthal, whom even the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism couldn’t stomach. 

Why should anyone doubt Mr. Lilienthal’s intentions? 

HIS IDEA in planning such a tour was to be able to 
show to those who would have passed the screening test 
to differentiate Jew from Jew, the property confiscated by 
Nasser from the Egyptian Jews, and the filthy concentra- 
tion camps where,fhe Egyptian Jews were held before they ° 
were shipped out of the country after being stripped of 
their possessions. 

In Syria, no doubt, Lilienthal wanted to show his co- 
tourists the tense situation in which the Jews of that 
country find ‘themselves at this particular moment. 

All throughout the Arab world, Lilienthal would have 
been able to show those who planked down $3,850 for the 
trip evidences of how the Arab wallows in hopeless poverty, 
most of them with an annual income far less than $400. 

THE ONE UNFORTUNATE aspect of such a tour, 
which was not to have included Israel, is that Lilienthal 
would not have been able to show his co-tourists the Arab 
children attending schools in Israel where Arab literacy 
is the highest in the Near East, nor the many other evi- 
dences of the high standard of living of the Israeli Arabs, 
the highest, incidentally, in that part of the world. 

So, you see, it’s really a pity that the Allied Tours and 
Mr. Lilienthal’s project couldn’t stand the light of publicity.

Probably the “most thoroughly muddled 
situation in the U. S. Jewish community has 
to do with the search for babies by childless 


Jewish couples. 


The problem exists because there are so 
few Jewish children up for adoption. But 
the same 
problem, although perhaps not as acute, ob- 


even in the general community, 


tains. 


SINCE THE BULK of United States Jewry 
lives in New York, no doubt the most Jewish 


babies available for adoption would be there. 
But the state of New York has a provision 
barring adoption outside of its confines. 


That only serves to aggravate the prob- 


lem for childless parents who often wait lonely 
years to no avail. 

We receive numerous letters from such 
parents, Usually we recommend that they 
contact the various Jewish welfare funds of 
which there are almost 300 in the United 
States. This may be of some help, but just 
as babies are unavailable in the communities 
where these readers live, so are they likely 
to be none for adoption in other communities. 


IN ANY EVENT, here’s a letter from Charles 
Roth, executive editor of our national edition, 
who conducts our wide-spread New York op- 
eration. This letter may be helpful to other 
readers, so we're printing it, but deleting the 
name of the person who requested the in- 
formation: 


Dear - —! 

The following information may be 
helpful to you: 

The Jewish Adoption Agency in New 
York has no information regarding adop- 
tion of Jewish children overseas. The 
agency that deals with overseas adoption 
is the International Social Service at 425 
Fourth Ave. They do not have any Jew- 
ish children available, because, they ex- 
plain, that Jewish orphans are either ac- 
cepted by relatives or sent to Israel. 

HOWEVER, Mr. Eskries here at the 
office knew some one that adopted a baby 
in Brussels and called her to check. Mrs. 
Eve Herman of 267 Lincoln Place, NE vins 
8-4926, the woman in question, was very 
helpful and said she would be glad to an- 
swer any additional questions, 





— 


Mrs. Herman’s story is as follows; 
She tried the local agencies to no avail, 
She then left for Paris and Frankfort 
and was in touch with Jewish agencies in 
both places to no avail. She then went to 
Brussels and tried the Jewish Children’s 
Home at 110 Rue de la Vallee and spoke 
to Madame Mansbach who was in charge, 
She succeeded in adopting a baby there, 
Formalities took one year. Mrs. Herman 
said that at the time she chose her adopted 
baby from three or four others and per- 
haps there may still be an available child, 

I would suggest that you: 1) Write 
to Madame Mansbach; 2) Write to the 
World Jewish Congress and ask them for 
a list of Jewish orphan homes in Europe 
and North Africa and write directly to 
the homes, and 3) Write directly to rabbis, 

I HAVE ALSO heard of couples 
adopting children in Israel but cannot 
document this only because the parents 
do not wish to reveal that their child is 


adopted. 
I hope this information is helpful.

Of Symbols, Shrines 
and Sanctuaries

The confluence of sedra Teruma_ with 
Washington's birthday sets us to thinking of 
the built-in religious values of the American 
story. We are often confronted with the 
charge that our public school education is 
Secular, a-religious, even atheistic. This is a 

; ; charge made by those who 
would justify the breakdown 
of the mehitza—the separa- 
tion of church and_ state, 
They think that by introduc- 
ing prayer, Bible readings, 
released time for religious 
instruction, they will-be re- 
storing the religious vitamin 
to the educational diet of 
the public school child. 
Rabbi Weinstein WE NEED NOT enter 
here inte the dangers of such innovations. It 
suffices to say that they threaten to frag- 
mentize the central core of our American 
culture, to shatter that common universe of 
discourse which is the only true guarantee 
of national integrity against the centrifugal 
pull of our differences. 

We shall have destroyed the American 
dream of unity in diversity if we introduce 
into the common acceptances of the Amceri- 
can tradition the theological differences which 
least lend themselves to change and merger. 
It was the fusion of religion and nationalism 
in the European nation states that made the 
life of minorities tenuous and often impossible. 

But what about the charge that the basic 
material of our public school curriculum is 
secular, devoid of religious values? There is 
no truth in it. The story of the Pilgrim 
fathers is as moving as the story of the trek 
of Abraham from Ur to Canaan and as im- 
plicit with the noumena, the quest for sanc- 
tities, the assurance of purpose from the 
Friend behind phenomena. The American 
Thanksgiving is as true a ritualization of the 
elementary fact of harvest and the elementary 
mood of gratitude as is our Sukkot festival. 

SURELY THE struggle for independence 
from England, the é@mergence of the father- 





figure Washington, and the call upon the 
sacrificial heroism of the rude yeomen has 
all the aura of religious dedication of the 
pages in our Bible which tells the story of 
Saul and David. 

The Declaration of Independence, the in- 
troduction to the Constitution, its Bill of 
Rights, have the same quality of inspired ut- 
terance, of universal validity which we find 
in the Commandments and the Mishpatim — 
the auxiliary ordinances. The same instinct 
which guided our Biblical forefathers to build 
altars as they journeyed, prompted our 
American ancestors to enshrine Concord and 
Bunker Hill, Mt. Vernon and Monticello. 

Anyone who reads the pages of Sand 
burg’s magnificent biography of Lincoln will 
be impressed with the religious depths of the 
entire Civil War episode. He will see the 
certain red thread of personal sacrifice be 
neath the titanic forces let loose by the ec 
nomic Goliaths. The simple Wisconsin farnr 
er who was driven by his conscience to his 
death at Gettysburg carried on the sam 
dialogue with his God which we find in our 
psalms. We see the Elijah spirit of Lincoln 
brooding over the tragedy of colossal fratvi- 
cide, sustained only by the firm  propheii¢ 
conviction that the radical surgery of the 
“terrible swift sword” will bring health to 4 
restored nation. 


THE MOOD and style of the Gettysburg 
Address and the Second Inaugural carry the 
accents of Job, Isaiah, Amos and the 234 
psalm. No wonder the plantation Negro fused 
the images of Moses and Lincoln and the 
Emancipation Proclamation with the _ first 
Commandment. 





Instead of making malicious’ charges 
about the secularism of our education, church 
men-wesuld do well to see the parallels im 
form and spirit between the stuff of the 
American story and the drama of salvatiot 
in their own liturgy. It might bring a meas 
ure of relevance to their preaching and wha 
is more, might encourage our teachers t 
speak mere openly about the sanctities of 
the American story. 
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Jewish Music 
Still Has 
Bright Future 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION:

been negotiated by Dr. Francisco 
Urutia of the United Nations. 

Your, story says “Jordan has 





agreed to let the Hebrew Univer. 


sity bring a half a million dol- 
lars worth of books down.” 
While the exact value of the He- 
brew University’s library has 
never been indicated, I can as- 
sure you that its cost, in dollars 
and cents, would be much more 
than the story implies. 

IT WILL probably interest you 
to know that among the treas- 
ures in possess of the library, 
which igs known as the Jewish 
National and University Library, 
are: “The Basis of the General

hymn, by Naphtali Herz Imber; a 
letter from the poet Heine in 
which he twice expresses his re- 
gret on his apostasy of Judaism;

cation; an item about a patent 
written by Siegfried Marcus, in 
venor of the automobile; and a 
contract between the widow of 
David Schwartz, inventor of the 
dirigible, and Count Zeppelin for 
transfer of patent rights. 

All of us are hopeful that the 
books which are again made 
available to the university will 
be a medium which will eventu- 
ally bring peace to the entire Mid- 
dle East.

NEWARK, O. (NJP)—Observ- 
ance of kashrut is completely ex- 
tinct among the 100 or more 
Jews of this city of 35,000. 

In fact, it’s been five years 
since anyone has kept kosher 
here, according to Anthony 
Regen, former president of Con- 
gregation Ohev Israel here, and 


vice-president of the Newark 
area council of churches, 
OHEV ISRAEL TEMPLE itself 
ig a ‘“many-sided” congregation. 
Until its new building was erec- 
ted in 1950, it conducted Ortho- 
dox services. It now has Con- 
servative affiliation, but is served 
by a student Reform rabbi from 
Cincinnati’s Hebrew Union Col- 








lege. Hats or yarmelkes are worn 
at services, 


Ohev Israel—now 50 years old 
—hadn’t had a spiritual leader 
from 1920 until 1954, when stu- 
dent rabbi Stanley Chyet came 
to the congregation, 


The congregation was reactiva- 
ted when its new edifice was com- 
pleted in 1950. Before then it met 


in a second-floor room in the 
Western Union Building. 

ATTENDANCE at services 
rose phenomenally for a couple 
of years, then picked up again 
in 1954 with the arrival of Rabbi 
Chyet.

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Charge Swiss Drove Thousands of Jews Back to Nazis 


THE SWISS government this 
week was charged with forcing 
thousands of Jews to return to 
Germany between 1933 and 1945 
to certain death at the hands of 
the Nazis.
